Russell PledgesTighl on Civil Rights Planks 



Sen. Russell declared here last 
night that certain planks of the 
Victorious Democratic P a r t y's 
Philadelphia platform "will be re- 
sisted to the utmost/' as he reaf- 
firmed his belief in the principle 
of States' rights. 

In an obvious reference to the 
so-called Civil Rights Program, 
Russell said that "to have the Fed- 
eral Government destroy the 
right of association is unthink- 
able." > 

A dressing the Atlanta Lawyers' 
Club,/the Georgia Senator de- 
clared that "indestructible States 
are necessary to constitute an in- 
destructible Union," as he warned 
that "every people who have lost 
their liberty have lost their elec- 
tion privileges to a central gov- 
jernment." 

1 Despite President Truman's 
fvictory, Sen. Russell forthrightly 
reiterated his opposition to parts 
of the Party platform and said he 
has "an abiding faith that it*4s a 
temporary thing, and that 
Democratic Party will not forge 
the principles of Thomas Jef- 
ferson."

» label," the Civil Rights Program is 
one "taking away rights," he de- 
clared, as he termed the FEPC a 
"monstrosity." 

He defended the South's record 
in handling a racial problem "we 
have lived with" as one worthy of 
"commendation instead of condem- 
nation." s 

The Senator predicted that no 
punitive measures will be taken 
against the Dixiecrats, (a group he 
refused to join), because the Dem- 
ocratic Party "does not have the 
power to go off on a political pad- 
dling expedition." 

Frankly admitting his opposition 
to segments of the Party leader- 
ship, Russell declared that he was 
"as mad as anyone else" about the 
Philadelphia platform, but that 
"I refused to be driven from the 
house of my fathers." 

In another phase of an amaz- 
ingly outspoken address, Russell 
ared to take a slap at the Su- 
eme Court of the United States 
as he said he thought the Court 



has "undertaken to function as a 
legislative body." 

He added facetiously that if he 
were practicing law today, he 
probably would have to subscribe 
to every newspaper and listen to 
every radio newscast to keep upi 
with precedents set up by the Su-j 
preme Court. 

On international affairs, the 
Senator said the people of the 
United States have been "sadly 
disillusioned" in their quest for 
world peace and have found "the 
word of great nations valueless," 
but he added that "I hope the 
American people will not lose faith 
in the United Nations. 

"Despite its infirmities, the UN 
"still represents the one 
hope of mankind to avert wj 
he asserted. "Billions must Ibe 
spent, however, for defense andlto 
bolster our allies," he declare " 
"lest they fall and we become a 
small island of Democracy in a 
raging sla of Communism." 

"We must maintain our Army 
and Nadr until we know this crisis 



is ended," he warned, "and youf 
must maintain your interest in the, 
United Nations and see that the) 
maintain their interest until we 
can pierce the Iron Curtain and t 
convince the Russian peo] 
we are not an imperialist na- 1 
tion. 

"I believe the average 
yearns for peace, and if we* can 
get our story across to them, not 
even the Politboro nor the OGPU 
could get the Russians into a war 
with us."

Lehman >( ^nder son in Senator Russell's Office called on 
December 15, 1954, and made reference to a Special Agent who has been in 
the FBI for only a period of four months. This Agent is from Senator Russell's 
k district in Georgia. He has written a letter to Mr. Anderson in the Senator's 
IjOffice inquiring as to the possibilities of being employed by the Senator. He 
|l stated that his reason for desiring to leave the FBI was strictly because of 
not receiving enough salary. Anderson confidentially advised that this young 
man was sing le; however, felt that he should make more than $5500 a year. 
He said that apparently there was no dissatisfaction with his assignment in the 
FBI, but that the new Agent wanted merely to gain experience in politics and 
possibly make a little more money. Anderson stated that there was no 
certainty that they could give him more than the amount he is currently receiving. 

We tried to pin Anderson down on a friendly basis as to the 
identity of the Agent; however, he indicated that the Agent had written him 
^confidentially and that he could not violate this confidence. Anderson desired 
({to know of the steps in advancement regarding Agents' salary. He was advised 
of the starting salary and of promotional opportunities in the FBI.

Today, Mr. Uhaley of the Liaison Section contacted

asked the Chief if a Congressman or Senator took articles from the 
"Congressional Record," had them reprinted, placed them in his 
own private sealed envelopes, and then furnished to an independent 
agency for mailing, if this would be a postal violation. The Chief 
was advised that Mr. Whaley was only mentioning the above as a 
hypothetical case and wondered if the Chief could advise whether 
a postal law would be violated. Senator Russell's name was not 
mentioned. 

Chief Stephens stated that the Post Office has received 
complaints of similar incidents in the past and specifically 
referred to a recent case in the State of New Jersey that was almost 
identical with this case and he stated that the Post Office had 
resolved the matter in favor of the Congressman, stating that it was 
felt that the independent agency had only done the Congressman a 
favor by addressing the envelopes.

Michael stated that the 
fspeech would be distributed through the Committee for Constitutional Government. 
!He advised LeemaiWEnderson, Senator Russeirs Administrative Assistant, 
lof the latter distribution. Senator Russell knew nothing of this. Michael also 
requested that distribution of the speech be handled through the Senator's 
franked envelope, which was approved by Leeman Anderson. 

After obtaining the frank envelopes, ther^d^nmittee for 
Constitutional Government did not mail out all the speeches that had been given 
..to them by Michael. On the contrary, this committee allowed other organizations 
| to mail out the said speech with the explicit understanding that the envelopes 
i would include only the speech. One of the organizations allowed to do this was 
the Seaboard White Citizens Council. According to Jordan, Senator Russell 
knew nothing of the manner in which the Committee for Constitutional 
Government allowed other organizations to handle this distribution.

Mrs. Weant of the office of Senator Russell called at 
10:50 AM, August 12, 1956, and advised that Senator Russell had 
received an inquiry from a constituent concerning propaganda 
which he had received from the Soviet Embassy, Washington, D. C, 
consisting of a copy of one of Khrushchev's letters to President 
Eisenhower. She said that the constituent had indicated he had 
written to the FBI about the matter and had received a reply and 
he was now inquiring of Senator Russell whether something could 
be done about the distribution of such propaganda* Mrs. Weant 
wanted to know whether we could be of any assistance, stating 
that since the constituent had already received an answer to his 
inquiry from the FBI, she could not figure out why he was now mak- 
ing inquiry of Senator Russell. She wanted to know if there is 
any way of keeping the Soviet Embassy from mailing out such ma- 
terial. 

Mrs. Weant was advised that if the material is properly 
identified, as this was, there is no statute which would prevent 
the Soviet Embassy from distributing it and that the constituent 
is now apparently communicating with Senator Russell with the idea 
in mind of suggesting that further legislation be considered. Mrs 
Weant said that this must be the case and expressed appreciation.

Bates, a former 
political reporte r for th e "Atlanta Journal, " now connected with Senator Russell 
is a friend of SA ] | . They attended the University of Georgia together. 



Bates stated that he had checked our present and past copies of 
Uniform Crime Reports bulletin, but the statistics therein were not exactly 
what he wanted. His purpose in calling was to learn if there were any sugges- 
tions we could make as to how the information could be obtained for the Senator. 
It was suggested to him that he contact the Bureau of Public Health, Department 
of Health, Education and Welfare, since that agency does collect statistics and 
data relating to deaths throughout the United States and the causes of deaths as 
reported by the various states. These tabulations also include deaths by 
homicide. 



Bates was extremely grateful for the information furnished and 
advised that this was the best lead he had received as to where he might obtain 
the data desired.

Mr. BilTSordan, on transfer from the Voucher -Statistical 
Section, asked whether we had in our crime statistics information on the 
number of indictments by state. It was explained to him that we do not have the 
specific information in which he is interested, that the data compiled by police 
goes no farther than a police administrative indication on forms provided to 
show the number of persons charged and the number of persons found guilty. 

He also inquired as to whether we presented race data by 
states. He was informed that information concerning race is compiled by 
the police on persons arrested and is submitted to us on forms recommended 
for use in this police program by the International Association of Chiefs of 
Police; that arrest data by race is published in summary form for responding 
police departments and has not been published by state. He said that the 
information he had received confirmed what he thought the answer was but 
that he wanted to check with us.

Assistant Attorney General Marshall was contacted with 
reference to the letter which had been drafted to Senator Russell for 
the AG's signature. The undesirable language in this letter referring to 
sensitive FBI sources was discussed with Marshall. He said that he 
could see our point but that since this was the AG's letter which had 
already been discussed with the President, he thought we should go up 
and see the AG about it. 

The AG read the letter with the proposed deletions and said he 
*was not certain that it would accomplish the purpose. He called the 
President and told him that I. had come into his office with Burke 
Marshall about the letter and objected that it might result in the 
disclosure of a very valuable Bureau source. He read the revised 
letter to the President who was not satisfied. The AG and Burke 
Marshall then redrafted the letter three times. As each draft was 
completed, the AG telephoned the President and read the proposal to 
him. None of the drafted letters were apparently acceptable. the 
conclusion of the last telephone conversation, the AG said the 
President had advised that an innocuous letter should be sent to 
Senator Russell which should be delivered by Assistant AG Marshall and 
5me. At: the time the letter was delivered, Marshall was to furnish 
{the Senator orally with the detailed information as to the Department 
Icontacts with Martin Luther King. I was merely to assure the Senator 
•as to the sensitive position of our informant and the fact that

This morning AAG Marshall furnished the attached file of 
correspondence with Senator Richard _B Russgl 1 of Georgia, concerning 
the association of Hunter PittsnD^^Deli with Martin Luther King, 
Senator Russell wrote to the Director on 7/27/63, referring to a 
newspaper article on O'Dell and asking for verification that O'Dell 
was a communist. The Director wrote back promptly and referred the 
Senator to the AG. The Senator complains vigorously that the AG has 
not given him the courtesy of an answer. 

AAG Marshall has attached a proposed reply to Senator Russell 
over the AG's signature. Marshall advised that this proposed letter, 
together with two other drafts, was discussed with the President last 
evening by the AG and Marshall. They considered one draft which, 
in effect, told Senator Russell nothing. The second draft is the one 
attached. The third proposed letter volunteered additional information 
about King's association with Stanley Levison, King's other communist 
contact in NY. 



Marshall stated that after discussing the matter the President^ 
was of the opinion that information concerning Levison should not be 
volunteered, but that the AG should respond to the inquiry $.bout 
O'Dell. Marshall pointed out that the President, of course, did not 
approve the detailed language of the letter, but just the over-all 
idea that the response should be comprehensive. 



In furnishing this material to us, Marshall asked that we 

consider the language for the purpose of determining whether it would 

jeopardize our informant or otherwise interfere with our investigation 
of communist matters.

I told the Senator that the Director probably had the greatest respect for 
him than any other man on the Presidential Commission; consequently, the Director was 
most anxious that any misimpression which the Senator might have gotten, regarding 
leaks ccncerning the captioned matter, be straightened out immediately. I mentioned that 
the Director had maintained throughout that there should be no press release unless it 
emanated from either the President or either the Presidential Commission. I told a>\ 
Senator Russell that the Director had issued specific instructions that no information be 
given from the FBI and that we had religiously adhered to these instructions. I told him 
also that there had been others who thought that a press release, based upon the FBI 
report, should be issued immediately* I reiterated that under no circumstances had we 
"leaked" any information; however, we certainly knew that it had been coming from other 
sources. \ 

The Senator inquired as to the identity of the sources who had been 
•leaking" information. I told him it appeared quite obvious that considerable of the 
information came from the Dallas Police who had received the results of our Laboratory 
and Identification examinations. He stated he recognized this fact. I told him also that 
the Department undoubtedly had "leaked" considerable information as it was quite 
apparent that a number of their "favorites" had carried rather lengthy articles concerning*

rhe- point was made that sometimes a person tries to cover up his own guilt by blaming 
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Senator Russell was told that we would, of course, be glad to be of 
assistance to him on an informal basis in connection with the inquiry by the Presidential 
Commission. He was advised that Inspector Malley had been appointed by the Director 
to serve as liaison man with Lee Rankin, the Chief Counsel, and that Malley also would 
be at his disposal any time service was needed, The Senator confided that he had 
argued with the President about being appointed to the Presidential Commission, He 
stated the President had called him early one afternoon to advise that he was being 
appointed to this Commission. Senator Russell told the President that he could not take 
the appointment, that he considered this to be somewhat of a nasty job. The President 
then asked Senator Russell if he would recommend any member of the Supreme Court. 
Senator Russell stated that he didn't know a single member of the Supreme Court he 
would recommend for anything. The President called Senator Russell back early in the 
evening of the same day and named the members of the Presidential Commission. When 
he came to the Senator's name, the Senator stopped him and told him again that he 
couldn't be on the Commission. The President told Senator Russell that he had already 
issued a press release reflecting that he was a member. The Senator stated his hands 
,were, therefore, tied and there was nothing he could do about the matter. He added it 
jwas very distasteful to him, however, to serve on the same Commission as Chief 
^Justice Warren inasmuch as he had no respect for Warren. 

We discussed a number of mutual interests in the State of Georgia before 
leaving. The Senator is driving home tonight and plans to take the FBI report with him. 
He has not yet had a chance to read it. He stated that upon his return, he would caU if 
any questions whatsoever arose regarding the problems of the Presidential Commission.

ASSASSINATION OF THE PRESIDENT

Pursuant to instructions, I saw Senator Jim Eastland at his office at 
2:15 p. m. , 2-7-64. I told him the Director was very concerned about the information ,\ 
received from him (Senator Eastland) and Jay Sourwine on 2-6-64 and that the Directory 
of course, wanted to set the record straight immediately* I then showed the Senator 
a copy of the sworn affidavit which had been executed by the Director and delivered earlier 
J that day to Rankin of the Presidential Commission, The Senator read the affidavit and ' 
Ithen described it as a document that very obviously ties everything down 0 

I told Senator^ E astland that we respected his confidence, however, would , N 
appreciate permission to see other Senators whom he indicated had an interest in this 
matter. He told me that he thought we should see Senators Russell and Hruska 
immediately, however, Senator Dirksen was at Sibley Hospital at the present time, 

I then went to Senator Dick Russell's Office and upon seeing him mentioned^ 
that it was understood that he was cognizant of the false allegation that Oswald had once [" 
been an FBI informant. The Senator acknowledged that he knew of Wade's statements 
to the Commission. I then showed Senator RusseU the Director's affidavit whereupon he ~ 
| read it in its entirety. He described it as a good affidavit and one that should forever 
I straighten this rumor out. He added that there are so many rumors about the % 
assassination that almost any individual can pay a quarter and take his pick. He 
continued that in all honesty Henry Wade had specifically told Commission members that ; 
the allegation concerning Oswald's being an FBI informant had been received by him from 
a newspaperman named Hudkins. The Senator stated that Wade made it plain that he had 
no personal knowledge that Oswald had been an FBI informant. The Senator added that 
Wade was told to return to Dallas and recontact Hudkins for further information. Senator 
Russell stated that Wade had reported back to the Commission that Hudkins had no 
further information, could not substantiate his allegations and had refused to testify or 
furnish an affidavit to the Commission. ^ ^

I next saw Sourwine, After reading the affidavit, he stated he was very 
positive it should put to rest all rumors. I told Sourwine that I felt certain he realized 
that the FBI's reputation could be at stake in the event such a vicious rumor was wide- 
spread publicity. I told him for this reason I would have to insist that his source in this 
I particular matter be identified, I reminded Sourwine that he had told me in Senator 
j Eastland's presence that his source was an employee of the Department of State who 
| later had reconfirmed the information with CIA. Sourwine interrupted me to state that 
j he had not indicated that his source was with the State Department. He stated his exact 
[words were, "This matter has been motivated, in my opinion, by the State Department." 
' I told Sourwine that my notes, made immediately after the conference with him and 
Senator Eastland, were very clear on this matter and that I felt certain he had attributed 
, f.this information to a source within the Department of State. He replied that if he had 
| Idone this he was in error. He said however that his source had definitely reconfirmed 
I jthis information with CIA. 

u I told Sourwine that regardless of the agency with whom his source was 

\: employed, I would have to know the identity of such a source so that all strings could be 

I Itied down in this matter. Sourwine agreed to call his source in my presence and ask 

him if he would object to his identity being revealed. At that time Sourwine dialed a 
number and asked the person answering the phone if he would object to his identity being 
revealed to the FBI in connection with the Oswald-informant information. After a few 
moments, Sourwine turned to me and stated that his source would have to think about 
the matter and he would let me know later on during the evening. Sourwine stated that 
his source was somewhat reluctant to having his identity revealed inasmuch as the source^ 
identity would immediately lead the FBI to the identity of a second source within CIA. 

I I told Sourwine that if CIA was putting out such scurrilous rumors, that agency should 
II definitely be tied down and made to put up or shut up. 

Following the discussion concerning the identity of Sourwine's source, 
Sourwine told me that he had talked to Senator Russell earlier that afternoon. Senator 
Russell, according to Sourwine, stated in strict confidence that he was very disturbed 
about the activities of the Warren Commission. He claimed that he was considering 
resigning from this Commission. Senator Russell reportedly told Sourwine that five out 
of six senior lawyers empbyed by the Commission are extreme liberals and that all of 
the young lawyers are very liberal-minded. Senator Russell allegedly told Sourwine that 
each employee of the Commission has a definite area of investigation assigned to him. 
He mentioned that despite attempts at coordination, the individual employees have 
haphazardly pooled their investigative information without attempting to centralize or 
coordinate any facts whatsoever. Senator Russell is also very disturbed about Chief 
Justice Warren and his inability to handle the assignment as Chairman of this 
) I Commission.

After exacting a statement from Sour wine that he would call me later 
on that evening concerning his source, I went over to the Senate Floor and contacted 
Senator Hruska . We went up to his private office in the new Senate wing of the Capitol 
and talked for approximately three minutes when Senator Hruska found it necessary to 
return to the Floor in order to make remarks concerning tax legislation. Following his 
} return, I showed him the Director's sworn affidavit. Senator Hruska expressed the 
j opinion that it was very thorough and certainly left no doubts whatsoever. He asked if 
| it could be possible that Oswald had an alias and had served the FBI as an informant 
! using an alias or different name, I told him there was no possibility whatsoever of such 
} an incident occurring inasmuch as our investigation had very thoroughly checked out aU 
[ names used by Oswald. Senator Hruska stated this satisfied him. 

Senator Hruska added that Senator Dirksen was most concerned about 
|j this matter, chiefly because Senator Dirksen felt that this was an attempted smear at 
the Director and the FBI. He stated that Senator Dirksen had also feared that this 

matter could completely discredit the FBI if some disreputable or left-wing Senator ~ 

made a speech on the Floor of the Senate or issued a press release regarding the matter. 
| He added that Senator Dirksen' s friendship for the Director was a very sincere thing 
j and, therefore, the Senator felt very keenly about this matter. He asked if I would 
I accompany him to Sibley Hospital immediately so that we could talk to Senator Dirksen 
j | regarding this matter. 

At this point I telephonically contacted the Director whHe Senator Hruska 
was out of the room and advised the Director of the foregoing details. 

Senator Hruska and I arrived at Senator Dirksen's hospital room at 
approximately 6:15 p.m. Mrs. Dirksen was in the room at the time. She has recently 
undergone surgery. (The Director has sent a letter to Senator Dirksen regarding the 
illness of his wife.) I assisted Mrs. Dirksen down the haU and then came back to join 
Senators Dirksen and Hruska. 

Senator Hruska told Senator Dirksen that I had an affidavit signed by the 
Director which should definitely put Senator Dirksen's mind at ease. Senator Hruska 
told Senator Dirksen that he felt this affidavit would be cf therapeutic value to him 
inasmuch as it was known that he was very worried about this situation. I then showed 
Senator Dirksen a copy of the sworn affidavit. He read the letter to Rankin very rapidly 
and handed both the letter and affidavit back to me. I told him I realized that our visit 
was somewhat of an imposition, however, I would appreciate it if he would briefly scan 
the entire affidavit. He did so and afterwards stated that it was a very complete 
document and that he felt much better about the situation. He added that he had several 
questions. I told him the Director would want me to answer any questions that he might 
raise. 
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Senator Dirksen inquired if District Attorney Henry Wade had any 
connections with the Communist Party. I told him Wade had no such connections to 
our knowledge. I briefed both Senators at this time, however, on the scurrilous 
article in Saga Magazine by former Agent Turner, also the article in Nation magazine 
and the offensive by the Communist Party in connection with attempting to discredit 
the FBI. Senator Hruska inquired as to whether Wade was a publicity seeker. I told 

i him that the answer to this was obvious in view of the many statements made by Wade, 

'even including information which had been furnished by the FBI. 

Senator Dirksen asked me if we were satisfied with Rankin. I told him 
that Rankin had been appointed as an alternative. I then briefed Senators nirkg^n and 
Hruska on {he fact that Chifif Justice Warren had first wanted his

He stated that despite his 
illness if we needed his services we could certainly count upon him to start a backfire 
f against any individual or group which might attempt to discredit the Director or the FBI. 

I told both Senators Dirksen and Hruska that we deeply appreciated their 
interest in this matter and that I would immediately advise the Director whom I felt 
would be greatly appreciative of their friendship and willingness to assist the FBI. 

Upon arriving back at my office, Inspector Kemper advised me that 
Sourwine had called at approximately 6:10 p. m. to advise that his source did not want to 
give an absolute "no" to the FBI, that the source was checking further and would give an 
answer either the first of the week or the middle of next week. We, of course, will not 
allow this matter to lie idle. Sourwine will be contacted first thing Monday morning and 
pressed for action.

Mr- RUSSEIi, Mr. President, the 
distinguished President pro tempore of 
the Senate, the senior Senator from 
Arizona [Mr, HaydenJ, recently made a 
memorable commencement address to 
the graduates of the 73d session of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation's Na- 
tional Academy. 

Few men In public life are better qual- 
ified to speak to a group of law enforce- 
ment officers than the senior Senator 
from Arizona, who as a young: man 
served as a frontier sheriff in Maricopa 
County, in what is now the State of 
Arizona. Senator Hayden is probably 
one of the few remaining frontier sheriffs 
rof that stirring period. As those of us 
1 who serve in the Senate know so well, he 
has continued his fight for order under a 
Government of law until this very day, 

Mr. President, I ask unanimous con- 
sent that the Senator's address be 
printed in the Record. 

There being no objection, the address 
was ordered to be printed in the Record, 
as follows: 

Address or the Honorable Caul Haybect, 
President Pro Teigforb of the U.S. Senate, 
73d Session, FBI National Academy, Jtjne 
3, 1964 

Let me begin by extending my heartiest 
congratulations to you graduates of the 73d 
session of the £*Bl National Academy, This 
must be a very proud day for you and the 
members of your families. Hot only have 
you officers successfully completed gradua- 
tion requirements at the "West Point" of 
law enforcements but you have become mem- 
bers of the National Academy Associates— a 
very exclusive alumni group. 

i Since the National Academy was founded 
in 1935. over 4 h 500 law enforcement officers 
from the United States and many foreign 
countries have been graduated. Your own 
class Is a typical one< You represent 43 
States, the District of Columbia, Venezuela, 
and the Philip pines. I am particularly 
pleased to know that AUred Walter Yasszi, a 
Ifavajo Indian who is a captain in the Navajo 
Police Department, is one of the graduates 
today, Yazzi is a good Navajo name and he 
comes from the Navajo Reservation in Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, and Utah, which is larger 
than the State of West Virginia. 

Also of special interest to me ts the fact 
that one of your classmates. Detective Lt. 
Bin Hill, represents the police department of 
Tempe, Ariz., where I was horn. 

It seems like only a few years ago. although 
it could he longer, that I was a peace officer 
in that area. Maybe Bill has run across my 
tracks — I left enough of them. Those were 
the days before the FBI — when we relied more 
on footprints than fingerprints. They were 
useful too. You could tell which way a man 
was solng, how test he was running, and how 
much we was carrying. We never tried to 
tell whether he was Republican or Democrat, 
hut I think we might have been able to, 

liet me point out, though, that my years 
as sheriff ol Maricopa County would prob- 
ably he a disappointment to todayfc "Gun- 
| smoke" fans, 

I never shot at anyone and nobody ever 
shot at me. About the nearest I ever came 
to shooting was the day I identified a horse 
thief who was supposed to he badly wanted 
in Utah, Colorado, and Wyoming. <rmm ~ k 



ft IflKjarj-Aim standing at a bar, I gti 
my gun in his hack and took: hie pistol away 
from him. To tfive rne time to notify law 
ofacers In the other States, the justice of 
the peace put him In jail lor 10 days on a 
concealed weapons charge. 

They weren't Interested enough to come 
and get him, so I turned him loose at the 
end of 10 days. I told him that as long 
as he didn't steal any horses la Arizona, 
it was all right with me, 

But the days are gone when a local sheriff 
needed only a fast horse and the ability to 
follow tracics to capture a fleeing criminal. 
Today, we have the Fugitive Felon Act which 
permits the FBI to help local law enforce- 
ment in locating and returning people who 
commit crimes end flee across State borders. 

However, the best change in the Nation's 
law enforcement is the FBI itself, and the 
way in which Mr. Hoover has built lt Into 
an agency whose esteem and respect are 
second to none. 

Alexander Hamilton once called the ad- 
ministration of criminal and civil Justice 
the great cement of society. He said law 
enforcement Is the guardian of life and 
property, and It contrlhutes mere than any- 
thing else to the people's affection, esteem, 
and reverence toward their government. 

I am certain Mr. Hoover shares this 
philosophy, for he has modeled the PBI 
along these lines. He began his distin- 
guished career with the conviction that law 
enforcement Is a true profession* He real- 
ised that a profession has never been created 
by resolution nor has It become so over- 
night. A true profession consists of Ideals 
which its employees maintain, a dignity of 
character which they bring to the perform- 
ance of their duties, and a set of self- 
imposed ethical standards. 

Throughout his long and distinguished 
career, Mr. Hoover has scorned quick and 
easy success. He has operated the YB1 from 
the beginning on the theory that what we 
do well now, we must do better tomorrow. 
And, in doing this, he has set an example 
which is a heartening Indication that a 
man of steady purpose can earn a place of 
true distinction in. today's world. 

Not the least of his many accomplish- 
ments has been the work he has done over 
the years to establish a spirit of mutual co- 
operation among law enforcement agencies. 
He has dedicated his efforts to the belief 
that the most effective way to fight crime is 
through a combination of all law enforc*- 
ment agencies. The result of his dedica- 
tion has been the constantly expanded sari- 
ices which the PBI makes available to Sll 
agencies. Typical working examples of tfts 
cooperation are the PBI Laboratory, the 
Identification Division, police schools, pub- 
lications, and specialized law enforcement 
conferences. 

And you men have just had the privilege 
of taking advantage of one of the finest co- 
operative services offered by the PBI— at- 
tendance at its National Academy. Mr. 
Hoover established the Academy more 
a quarter of a century ago for the purpose 
sharing with fellow officers the best 
niques and the most modern strategy 
police work. Because he felt that trj 
personnel is synonymous with progress!' 
law enforcement, Mr, Hoover made it the 
Academy's o-bjective to send highly trained 
Instructors to both, domestic and foreign 
police departments, 

Tou graduates now bear a heavy responsi- 
bility. You were selected for the Academy 
because you had already shown yourselves to 
be first-class leaders. Tou are equally at 
home when teaching a class, or on the firing 
line, Tou sue now better equipped to serve 
as instructors, and you now have the very 
important responsibility of sharing the Acad- 
emy training with your fellow officers. 

Th is is a responsibility that I know you 
"TOTnot take lightly. In spite of th?' fioopSF-' 
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between local law enforcemen 
and the Federal Government, and in spite 
the modern methods of scientific detection 
and identification, crime in the United States 
continues to rise. In 1963 there was a 10- 
percent increase in serlotis crimes over 1962 r 
The unhappy truth is that In the past 5 years 
Crime has increased four times faster than 
our population. 

If we are ever to reverse this dangerous 
trend, It is vitally necessary that you and 
the members of your departments do every - 
thing humanly possible to keep the people 
convinced that law enforcement is, as Hamil- 
ton said, the great cement of society. i 
Every police officer is performing a nigH 
and noble job when he upholds law and orde< 
in our society. Whether he walks a beat oq 
serves as administrator, he is not Just per-i, 
forming a dirty Job which someone has to do 
from necessity. You are members of an non~ 
orable profession, and as professionals, you 
should strive constantly to improve your- 
selves and your departments. Dont Just 
hope that the current crime picture will im- 
prove of its own accord; you know better 
than I that this Is not in the cards. 

I know that each of you Is deeply inter- 
ested In the efficiency of your own depart- 
ment. I hope you realize that whatever you 
would have that department become, you 
must set the example by your own actions. 
Let me urge you to leave here today filled 
with a determination that what you have 
learned In the FBI National Academy wijl 
become the starting place for your own ldeai 
For it is only through each of you men, 
dl virtually, that law enforcement in yo 
country can develop and progress 

If you do this, J assure you that your ex- 
ample will bring about the affection, esteem, 
and reverence toward government that 
Hamilton claimed. 

Long ago someone said there are four things 
that never come back: the spoken word, the 
sped arrow, the past life, and the neglected 
opportunity. The success your department 
enjoys in the future will, in many cases, be 
directly attributed to the effort you put forth 
when you return. Don h t neglect the oppor- 
tunity you now have to make valuable con- 
tributions to your profession. It may nev. 
come back, 

Godspeed to each of you, as lawmen _

Sen. Dick^frussell of 
Georgia, the sedate Southern 
solon, took a trip to Europe 
last month that may have 
major political 
reverberations. 

Offically 
Russell was in- 
specting U. S. 
military bases 
in Western 
Europe, which 
as chairman of 
the Senate 
Armed Serv- 
ices Committee Tearson 
he has a right 
to do, though these bases have 
been inspected repeatedly 
both by Defense Department 
officials and other visiting 
Congressmen in the past 

Unofficially and more im- 
portant, however, the Russell 
trip was made just at the 
time his old friend Lyndon 
Johnson was pleading des- 
perately for Southern votes 
and especially trying to carry 
the State of Georgia. The 
President even sent his wife 
on a whistlenstop tour through 
Georgia. 

Expert Timing 

However, the most power- 
ful politician in Georgia was 
absent, touring Europe at the 
taxpayers' expense. 

He planned his trip with 
expert timing, just when his 
absence from the political 
scene would count most. On 
Oct 14, a few days after Lady 
WKMftif pleaded for votes in 



Georgia, Russell flew to 
Frankfurt, Germany, then on 
to Wiesbaden, then caught a 
train to Heidelberg, then pro- 
ceeded by plane to Bad Tolz, 
Germany. 

From there, Sen. Russell 
was driven by Army sedan to 
Vienna, arriving Oct. 17. He 
remained through Oct. 18. 
Just why he went to Vienna is 
not known, because there 
hasn't been a single U.S. 
soldier in or around Vienna 
for a dozen years. The famous 
Vienna Opera is there, of 
course, plus the intriguing Vi- 
ennese coffee houses. But that 
was about all the Senator 
could inspect 

Touring in Italy 

Sen. Russell caught the 
train to Venice on Oct 19, ar- 
riving ait 6 p.m. and pulling 
out for Verona, Itady, ait 10 
p.m. In thus city, which Shake- 
speare made famous with his 
play "The Two Gentlemen of 
Verona," Sen. Russell in- 
spected one U.S. base. 

On Oot 20, Russell flew by 
U.S. Air Force plane to 
Athens, from which most of 
our troops have long been re- 
moved, but which is a lovely 
tourist spot. Then on Oct. 23 
he flew, again by military 
plane, to Nice on the Southern 
coast of France, for more in- 
spections, leaving the next day 
for Seville, the famous bull 
fighting city of Spain. There 
he observed the Joint Spanish- 
American military maneuvers. 

The Senator remained in 
Seville until Oot 28, at which 
time he drove in a rented car 



to Lisbon, Portugal, and on 
Oct. 29 he caugjht a TWA 
flight home. 

By rfffiis time, the election 
campaign was over and there 
asn't much he could have 
done to influence the vote- 
even if he had tried, which I 
he didn't. h 

Of course, it can be argued I \ 
that in ducking out on the) 
election Sen. Russell 
merely doing what he 
done in the past. 

In 1952, during the Steven 
son-Eisenhower election, Rus- 
sell also went to Europe. In 
1956, in the second Ike-Adlai 
campaign, he again walked out 
to make an inspection trip of 
military bases. In 1960, Rus- 
sell wemt on another inspec- 
tion trip and made no speeches 
for John F. Kennedy. 

Very Old Friends 

But in the recent election 
many of Russell's friends 
thought it would be different. 
For Russell is the man who 
went to bat for Lyndon John 
son, when the latter was a 
green but ambitious young 
Senator from Texas, and cor- 
ralled the votes to make him 
Senate Democratic Leader. 
Two years later, when Mr, 
Johnson wanted to run for the 
Democratic nomination for 
President, it was Dick Russell 
whom he phoned to come to 
Chicago and handle his cam 
paign. 

It was the gentleman from 
Georgia who was behind those 
"Love That Lyndon" buttons 
that appeared on the conven- 
tion floor. 

This explains the 
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J? Ibetweenthe man wh/ibecamp 
|FresiaenT and the Senator . 
who has exerted great power | 
over him and over the South- 
ern Bloc. Repeatedly, as Sen- 
ate Majority Leader, Mr. 
Johnson deferred to Russell. 
Repeatedly, at Russell's ad- 
vice or request, Mr. Johnson 
appointed southern Senators 
to positions of power, thereby 
incurring the wrath and re- 
sentment of northern Demo- 
" crats. 
Bad Advice Accepted 

This is also why, as Presi- 
dent, Mr. Johnson has fre- 
quently deferred to Russell, 
why he accepted Russell's 
very bad advice on the Pan- 
amanian crisis last December 
— advice that deadlocked the 
dispute for three months. 

So when Russell walked out 
on his old friend last month 
and went junketing in Europe 
at a time when President 
Johnson had sent his wife to 
plead for votes in Georgia 
and when he himself made 
some last-minute appeals to 
stem the Goldwater tide, it 
wiped out an old debt. If 
Russell had remained, if he 
had made one speech for Mr. 
Johnson in Georgia, it would 
S have turned the tide. Georgia 
[ probably would have gone 
I Democratic. Instead it went 
| Republican for the first time 
t in post-Civil War history. 
Friends of the President 
say this was a great blessing, 
that Dick Russell did LBJ a 
great favor. For no longer 
need he feel obligated to the 
man who has so strongly in- 
fluence^ him in th e past

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Lack of ostentation was characteristic of Senator Russell. 
His appreciation for simplicity and straightforwardness sprang from the 
nature of the man. Richard Russell did not demand that other* tain* as 
i he did, and certatoiy there was nothing of the dissembler in hie makeup. 
The calm, farsighted, thougiifu.1 man whose company was valued by his 
friends, did not alter as his power and influence within the senatorial 
body grew. He did not change as power accumulated. The immutable 
principles with which he was imbued in childhood were the principles to 
which he adhered throughout his life. And men paid tribute to that fact. 
His strict sense of honor, his unwavering patriotism, his unassailable 
integrity, and his selflessness placed a premium on hie judgment. Men 
in high places knew ae held the Nation's welfare before ail else. In time 
of crisis, it was his advice they sought. 

Richard Russell rose beyond the levels of the region and 
the State to wield, at last, great power on the national scene. He 
followed no one blindly. He was immune to partisanship when the welfare 
of the country was at stake. A pillar of support to presidents of eitner 
party on the intertfitional scene, this Southern Senator was superbly 
imowledgeabie in all areas pertaining to our national defense. 

Senator Russell believed in the individual. He abhorred 
totalitarianism. He feared the forces seeking to cultivate a distrust of 
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the military. He could not understand why anyone should seek a 
reduction in the Nation's defenses at the very time totalitarian powers 
were increasing their offensive might He struggled to the last to arouse 
the Nation to the nature of the dangers facing it. 

Richard Russell loved this country and he served it 
splendidly. His most ardent efforts were devoted to preserving this free 
society for posterity. This man reached a pinnacle of selflessness and 
dedication which all men might emulate. 

I knew Dick Russell. I held him as a valued friend— a 
gallant, generous, patriotic man— and I salute his valiant spirit.
